The reports in regard to an invasion by Mexico have 
been so contradictory, that we fear our friends in the Uni- 
ted States scarcely understand our present condition : I 
think the following summary of facts may be relied on as 
correct : : 

Ist. Mexico has determined to invade Texas, and is 
preparing to march in her whole force as soon as possible. 

2d. There is not any considerable Mexican force now in 
our republic. 

3d. Texas has unalterably determined, both through her 
people and President, to invade Mexico forthwith. 

The following order will show this fact: 

Crry or Hovsros, 25th March, 1842. 

To Mr. A. C, Allen: Sir—You will receive herewith a 
copy of the order of Gen. Somerville to cross over the Rio 
Grande with the forces now in the field, who are required 
to report to that officer, as commander of the expedition.

‘In.a former paper we pointed out a few rules, 
which ‘we thought might assist in detecting the 
various forms, under which this class of individu- 
als manage to keep in motion the current of scan- 
dal in the community, and at the same time to 
avoid the odium that attaches to their character.

rf It will be considered an infallible indication 
of a busy-body, if a person is seen to possess an 
itching curiosity to obtain information concerning 
others, or their affairs. Nothing can exceed the 
slight with which some individuals will manage to 
pry out the desired information, and yet prevent 
suspicion of their design. It is only by careful 
observation of the bearing of indirect allusions 
and far-fetched leading questions, that you will 
be able to detect it. en, however, you are cer.

And in 
this they will admtof nocompetition. “It is im- 
possible that I should be mistaken,” they will tell 
you, “I know all about his affairs.” And in fact, 
urge you to take as evidence of the fact the read- 
iness with which they talk about the concerns of 
others, you could not doubt the truth of their pro- 
fessions. They will literally tell you all about al- 
most every person whose name they have ever 
heard, descending to particulars which it would 
be supposed were too minute for any but the indi- 
vidual’s own knowledge, But especially will they 
tell you “all about” every circumstance in the | 
least disparaging to that individual, every impro- 
priety of which he has ever been guilty, (and they 
will tell you of some, mysteriously communicated 
to them, of which no one else has ever heard, and 
which could not be supposed possible tobe known,) | 
every disreputable report that has ever been in| 
circulation concerning him, and most particularly | 
of all, will he detail to you the most attenuated 
minutia of every unsuccessful love affair in which 
he or she has ever been connected. This last is 
peculiarly characteristic. It should, however, be 
noted as a sad depreciation from the value of the 
information of these persons, that about one half 
of it is absolute falsehood, and the remainder ex- 
aggerated out of all resemblance to the truth.

They 
never hear a sermon, or are present at a social 
meeting when they do not find something to be 
offended with. I am acquainted with an individ- 
ual who has probaly not attended three meetings 
since his connection with the church, in which he 
did not hear or see something, some abomination 
for which he thought it necessary to take some 
brother aside after meeting, and hold a consulta- 
tion. Persons of this character are always first 
to observe improprieties. They are sure to see it, 
if the minister is proud or extravagant, or vain, or 
if his family dress better, or feel above others, 
(perhaps it would be nearer the truth to say they 
are sure to see that all this isso.) They them- 
selves, it should be understood, are persons of un- 
deviating propriety, and therefore they are always 
writhing with indignation at the follies of others. 
Madam K is ready to sink into despair on 
account of the extravagant vanity of her neighbor, 
and oh, with what ineffable contempt does she 
smile at the silly imprudence of those young flirts, 
the misses A. B. C., &c., and how is she Toston 
struck by the gross improprieties of misses D. and 
E., &c. Meanwhile, misses A. B. C. &c. are 
equally rigid in their ideas of propriety, are put- 
ting themselves quite out of breath in expressing 
their disdain of miss F.’s silly affectation, or miss 
G.’s culpable behavior. 

8. The last characteristic ofa busy-body which 
we shal] mention, is, their uneasiness on account 
of the good fortune or reputation of others. Envy, 
jealousy and malice lay at the foundation ofa dis- 
position to intermeddling and calumny. These 
habits are resorted to, only to give vent to those 
rankling passions. The good fortune of others, 
therefore, as it is the occasion of jealousy and en- 
vy, becomes, of course, the subject of their opera- 
tive agents detraction and calumny. Hence it is 
appropriately for the eye of the malicious busy- 
body to discoveg in the prosperity of another some 
latent principle of evil, some secret stain upon ad- 
mired Virtue, or unworthiness of distinguished rep. 
utation. Call the «ttention of a person of this 
character to the happy fortunes of a neighbor, 
and he will be sure to reply to you by some state.
